nessman. Together they had 8 
children. All graduated from 
Bracken Co. High School 
and went on to college. E.B. 
and Mary Kathryn got their 
start in the meat business 
when they purchased Kern’s 
Locker and Slaughterhouse 
from E.B.’s uncle, Howard 
Kern in 1978. In 1982, E.B. 
decided to change the direc¬ 
tion of the business towards 
distributing meat products to 
local stores and restaurants. 
This business grew, so in 
1993, Mr. & Mrs. Kern pur¬ 
chased a tract of land at the 
end of Wagel Road and built 
a distribution center, which 
they named Kern Meat Dis¬ 
tributing. 

The distributing busi¬ 
ness grew quickly and de¬ 
manded a lot of attention, so 
in 1998, they sold the locker 
and slaughterhouse to Mr. 
Keith Wright. In 1999, they 
purchased Butler Food Sales 
in Maysville to help grow 
their product line, and then 
changed their name to Kern 
Food Distributing, Inc. In 
March 2007, the opportunity 
arose and they decided to 
buy Webber Farms Sausage 
from Johnsonville Sausage 
Company. This purchase was 
very special to Mr. Kern since 


Webber’s was one of the first 
items that Kern’s started dis¬ 
tributing and Webber’s was 
originally located in Cynthi- 
ana, KY. 

Mr. & Mrs. Kern have 
seen some real changes from 
the start of their business un¬ 
til today. There have been 
additions to the business 
and the product lines have 
grown. They also joined a 
national food buying cooper¬ 
ative, Frosty Acre’s. Kern’s 
services Wal-Marts, Krogers, 
Save-A-Lots, KFC’s, IGA’s, 
and many independent stores 
and restaurants in their 150 
mile radius. Kern’s employs 
35 people with about half 
of the employees from the 
county. They have been ac¬ 
tive members of St. James 
Parish in Brooksville and 
St. Patrick in Maysville. Mr. 
Kern served on the Bracken 
County Water Board for sev¬ 
eral years.

THANKSGIVING 1931 

Excerpted from 
The Kentucky Post 
November 23 

Some may say that this 
is a hard year in which to of¬ 
fer up sincere thanksgiving to 
God. 

But most of us have as 
much of life, liberty and hap¬ 
piness as we have had in other 
years. After all, a little happi¬ 
ness is the ultimate good that 
we can really get out of life. 

The Pilgrim Fathers gave 
thanks for life and a bountiful 
crop that had followed hard¬ 
ship in a new land. Surely we 
have more to be grateful for in 
1931 than the Pilgrims had in 
those first winters of the New 
England colonies.

SHEDDING LIGHT ON 
CONGENITAL CATARACTS 


While most of us tend 
to view cataracts as an age- 
related condition, a “congenital 
cataract” is a clouding of the 
eye lens that occurs at birth. If 
the cataract is severe enough, 
surgery to remove the clouded 
lens and replace it with a 
man-made lens (or cataract 
lens) is necessary. While the 
prognosis for children faced 
with cataract removal is quite 
good, recent research provides 
some evidence of what causes 
congenital cataracts to form in 
the first place. It seems that 
heat exposure during the first 
few weeks of fetal development 
are linked with congenital 
cataracts. Until further study 
uncovers more information, 
expectant mothers may want to 
limit their exposure to heat. 

Once removed, cataracts 
will not grow back. At

THE FRUIT OF GRACE 
by Pastor Cornelius R. Stam 

When John the Baptist and the Lord Jesus Christ 
appeared on earth, God’s people had been under the law 
of Moses for fifteen hundred years. Little wonder John and 
his Master looked for fruit among them. 

When the hypocritical religious leaders came to join 
John’s growing audience and asked to be baptized, John 
called them a “generation of vipers” and bade them “bring 
forth... fruits meet for repentance” (Matt. 3:7,8). True 
repentance, with fruit to prove it, was the basic requirement 
of the kingdom John proclaimed. This is evident from his 
declaration: 

“And now also the axe is laid unto the root of the trees: 
therefore every tree which bringeth not forth good fruit is 
hewn down, and cast into the fire” (Matt. 3:10). 

Our Lord appeared, proclaiming the same message as 
John, and also sought for fruit among His people (Matt. 7: 
16-20; 21:33-43). We know, however, that John the Baptist 
was beheaded and Christ crucified. The fruit produced under 
the Law was meager indeed. Even after the resurrection 
of Christ the majority of His people refused to repent and 
failed to bring forth the required fruit. 

But what the Law requires grace provides. It was at this 
time that God raised up the Apostle Paul, whose “preaching 
of the cross” showed that Christ had not died an untimely 
death, but in infinite love had come into the world to die for 
sinners so that they might be saved by grace, through faith 
(Eph. 2:8,9). Paul’s message was called “the gospel [good 
news] of the grace of God” (Acts 20:24), and where the 
Law had failed to bring forth fruit, grace brought it forth 
abundantly. 

God’s grace in Christ, when accepted in true faith, 
always brings forth good fruit. Thus Paul wrote to the 
Colossians that his good news was going forth into all the 
world, adding: “and bringeth forth fruit, as it doth also in 
you since... ye knew the grace of God in truth” (Col. 1:5,6 
cf. Rom. 6: 21,22). 

Accept God’s message of grace, trust in Christ as your 
Savior and He will help you to produce the fruit.

Giving Thanks at Thanksgiving

Thanksgiving is a day 
when Americans are grateful 
for all we have received. We 
give thanks for loved ones 
around us, those who have 
gone before us, and for the 
feast spread across our din¬ 
ner tables. 

It is one of America’s 
greatest traditions. 

Without our farmers, 
however, the bounty of food 
that we anticipate on this 
holiday would not be pos¬ 
sible. Our farmers raise the 
turkeys and produce the pork 
for our hams; they harvest the 
wheat for our bread, gather 
the cranberries, and grow 
the vegetables that make that 
dressing taste so rich and our 
yams so sweet. They most 
assuredly deserve our thanks, 
and blessings, as we sit down 
to eat this Thursday. 

There have been Thanks¬ 
givings in years past where 
Americans were required to 
curtail their holiday food cel¬ 
ebrations. During WWII, for 
example, rationing of meat, 
sugar, butter and other food 
and supplies was instituted 
by the government to ensure 
everyone shared in limited 
supplies since much of the 
food produced by farmers 
went to the war effort. Even 
people who could afford 
to buy more food than they 
needed were only allowed a 
certain amount. 

American farmers, as 
expected, kept up with food 
demand overseas and here at 
home. In his 1943 Thanks¬ 
giving Day Proclamation, 
President Franklin D. Roos¬ 
evelt told Americans, “Our 
total food production for the 
year is the greatest in the 
annals of our country” for 
which he credited God and 
our nation’s “farmers, Vic¬ 
tory gardeners, and crop vol¬ 
unteers.” It was a testament 
to the American spirit that so 
much could be done during 
such uncertain times. 

Much has changed in our 
nation since WW II. For one 
thing, there is no longer gov¬ 
ernment-ordered food ration¬ 


ing. But that does not mean 
everyone has enough to eat. 

The group World Hunger 
reported this year that hunger 
in the U.S. has remained high 
since the onset of the U.S. fi¬ 
nancial and economic crisis 
in 2007. Statistics show that 
50.2 million Americans live 
in hunger today, and 17.2 
million children in the U.S. 
don’t get enough healthy 
food to eat. 

Here in Kentucky— 
where 17.3 percent of the 
population was rated “food 
insecure” (which means 
hungry or at risk of hunger) 
in 2010 by the group Feed¬ 
ing America—food banks 
are issuing desperate calls 
for food and monetary do¬ 
nations as food inventories 
are depleted. That situation 
is mirrored here at home, 
based on Feeding America 
stats: Mason County had a 
17.4 percent food insecurity 
rate in 2010 with approxi¬ 
mately 3,000 people facing 
hunger; Fleming County had 
a slightly higher food insecu¬ 
rity rate of 17.5 percent that 
year, with 2,510 people in 
danger of hunger or already 
hungry; Bracken County had 
a food insecurity rate of 16.8 
percent, or 1,420 people fac¬ 
ing hunger. I challenge those 
of us who are blessed with 
enough to eat to take a few 
moments and look through 
our pantries for some canned 
goods or dig a little deeper in 
our pockets or purses and do¬ 
nate to the local food pantry 
and food banks. 

I want to express my 
thanks to the civic and re¬ 
ligious organizations that 
provide Thanksgiving meals 
each year, and everyone 
who lends a hand in prepar¬ 
ing these meals. I also want 
to thank those who work so 
hard in our food pantries and 
food banks. 

Americans are blessed, 
and by helping to end hun¬ 
ger, I feel we will become 
even more blessed.

At Thanksgiving the 
kitchen is the heart of the 
home. Kids love to be in¬ 
volved in the holiday prepa¬ 
rations. Safety in the kitchen 
is very important, especially 
on Thanksgiving Day when 
there is a lot of activity and 
people at home. 

Safety Tips to follow: 

• Stay in the kitchen 
when yo are cooking on the 
stovetop so you can keep an 
eye on the food. 

• Stay in the home while 
cooking the turkey and check 
it frequently. 

• Keep children away 
from the stove. The stove 
will be hot and kids should 
stay 3 feet away. 

• Make sure kids stay 
away from hot foods and 
liquids. The steam or splash 
from vegetables, gravy or 


coffee could cause serious 
burns. 

• Keep the floor clear 
so you don’t trip over kids, 
toys, pocketbooks or bags.

Augusta Cross Country Season Wrap-up 


The Augusta Cross Coun¬ 
try program recently conclud¬ 
ed its second season. Starting 
in the hot days of July, the 
team had a positive journey 
that concluded with two in¬ 
dividuals competing in the 
state championship. While 
that may have been the high¬ 
light of the season, there were 
several bright spots along the 
way. The team had several 
top 10 finishes by individual 
runners. The recent team 
record was set by Camryn 
Snapp when he ran a 17:58 
at the Ryle Invitational. The 
middle school team had a 1st 
place finisher in David Reed 
at the Bluegrass Conference 
Meet. Camryn Snapp and 
Tanner Kelsch also both were 
named 1st Team in the Buffa¬ 
lo Trace Conference and 2nd 
team in Area 7. 

“I feel we had a success¬ 
ful season,” Augusta Coach 
Tim Litteral reflected. “One 
of the goals we set at the be¬ 
ginning of the season was to 
have a top five finisher, and 
we did that at both the middle 
school and high school level. 
But we were successful in 
other ways that don’t always 
receive recognition. We had 
a junior (Dylan Archibald) 
come out for his first season 
and decrease his time nearly 
six minutes. We had a sev¬ 
enth grader (Thomas Mains) 
run as part of the varsity team 
in his first season and run in 
the low twenties. Those are 
things we can build upon.” 

Augusta loses two se¬ 
niors. Ian Riggins was out 
most of the season due to in¬ 
jury. Tanner Kelsch, on the 
other hand, led the Panthers 
not only as team captain, but 
was also always one of the 
team’s top two finishers. “I 
feel like I accomplished a lot 
of goals this year,” Kelsch 
said. “I started off slow but 
continued to work to get bet¬ 
ter... and was happy to drasti¬ 
cally improve my times from 
last year.” While he has given 
much to his team, Kelsch sees 
the benefits he has received 
as well. “I feel like I became 
a stronger leader the way I 
came into the season. I didn’t 
have much time to practice 
because of GSP (Governor’s 
Scholar Program), so I felt 
like I was behind. I didn’t 
let it discourage me, and I 
did what I had to do. I also 
feel like I have I have more 
endurance and stamina for 
basketball. Overall, I hope I 
left something behind and I 
hope Dylan, Camryn, and the 
younger runners can follow in 
my footsteps and be success¬ 
ful for Augusta.” 

“I can’t say enough about 
Tanner,” Litteral said. “He 
had a great academic oppor¬ 
tunity in being selected for the 


Governor’s Scholar Program, 
but that did put him behind in 
his training. He was able to 
work hard though and get to 
where we needed him to be. 
He is also a true teammate 
and is always encouraging 
and supporting those guys.” 

Stepping into that senior 
leadership role next season 
could be Dylan Archibald. 
“This year I thought I did 
very well for my first season 
of cross country with cutting 
six minutes off my first race 
time, Archibald stated. “Next 
year, I’m looking forward to 
pushing myself even harder 
to be able to try and get my 
time in the mid 18:00s or low 
19:00s.” 

“Dylan has the potential 
to be one of our leaders be¬ 
cause of his work ethic and 
attitude,” said Litteral. “He 
really came in with an attitude 
of wanting to improve and get 
better every time he stepped 
on the race course.” 

Camryn Snapp, one of 
the two state qualifiers, is al¬ 
ready looking forward to next 
year and replicating what he 
was able to do this season. “I 
can’t wait to work hard next 
season and possibly get the 
opportunity to run the course 
at state again and improve my 
place and time,” Snapp com¬ 
mented. 

“Our expectations are 
high for Camryn,” Litteral 
said. “We’re relying on him 
to lead this team on the course 
and obviously be our top run¬ 
ner. However, he can’t do it 
alone. We need a couple of 
runners at least in the 19:00s. 
I’m still promoting this team 
to athletes in our school and 
trying to encourage those 
who I feel can be successful 
to come out.” 

In looking at next sea¬ 
son, Augusta would like to 
add a girls’ team. This year, 
sophomore Jerica Kelsch did 
run a couple of races, but 
there were several conflicts 
with volleyball. “Now that 
we have a district champion¬ 
ship volleyball team, it could 
make it that much harder to 
get girls to come out,” Litter¬ 
al joked, “but we would like 
to get some girls running.” 
Other goals for Coach Lit¬ 
teral as he enters the off sea¬ 
son are to continue building 
the middle school program 
and look into the possibil¬ 
ity of adding an elementary 
team. “I really feel if we can 
get our feeder programs up 
and running successfully, it’s 
going to improve our future 
high school teams and give us 
more numbers. If they’re al¬ 
ready accustomed to running, 
I feel like we’ll be able to get 
more athletes to come out at 
the high school level.”
